(o) “Hospital" means Government .Hospitals at, Rai ehi ; 

(d) “Government" means the Government of Bihai ; 

(e) “medical attendance" means— 

(i) in respect of the officers and servants o( the Board 

specified in sub-clause (i) of clause (a), attendance 
in hospital or at the residence of the servant >f 
the Board, including such pathological, Bacterio- 
logical, radiological or other methods of examina- 
tion for the purposes of diagnosis as are available 
in any hospital at l-tuncni, and are considered 
necessary by the authorised medical attendant:

(iii) in respect of a servant of tbe Board in interior 
service, attendance at a, Hospital, including such 
methods of examination for the purposes of 
diagnosis as are available in the Hospital. 

(f) “Patient" means an officer and a servant oi the 
Board to whom these Rules apply and who has fallen ill; 

(g) “Treatment" means the use of all medical and 
surgical facilities available at the hospital in which a 
servant of the Bonrd is treated and includes— 

(i) the employment of such pathological, backs 10 - 

logioal, radiological or other methods as are 
considered necessary by the authorised medical 
attendant; 

(ii) the supply of such medicines, vaccines, sera and 
other therapeutic substances as nro ordinarily 
available in the hospital; 

(iii) the supply of such medicines, vaccines, sera or 
other therapeutic substances not ordinarily avail- 
able in the hospital as the authorised medical 
attendant may certify in writing to be essential 
for the recovery, or for the prevention of serious 
deterioration in the condition, of the patient; 

(iv) such accommodation as is ordinarily provided in 
the hospital and is suited to his status, accom- 
modation in general or free wards in the hospital 
being regarded as suitable for an inferior servant 
of the Board;
